SAFETY RECOMMENDATION A-71-58 - 
Our k v e s t i g a t i o n  of t,he midair  coll . ision bet.wecn t h e  American Ai r l ines  

Boeing 707, and t h e  Cessna 150, over Edi.son Townshi.p, New Jersey ,  on 
January 8, 1971, d isc losed  t h a t  t h e r e  w a s  a l ack  of coordinat ion among A i r  
T r a f f i c  Serv ice ,  t h e  General Aviation D i s t r i c t  Off ice ,  and t h e  c i v i l  
opera tors  of t h e  p i l o t  t r a i n i n g  school (which owned t h e  l i g h t  a i r c r a f t )  
r e l a t i v e  t o  t h e  establ ishment  of t h e  p r a c t i c e  a r e a  f o r  s tudent  f l i g h t  t r a i n -  
ing.  Consequently, LFR a i r c r a f t  were rou t ine ly  vectored, and VFR f l i g h t  
t r a i n i n g  opera t ions  were being conducted simultaneously wi th in  common air- 
space. 

The Board be l i eves  t h a t ,  because of t h i s  l ack  of coordinat ion,  a n  
unwarranted hazard was crea ted  for  a l l  of t h e  p a r t i e s  involved i n  t h e  
acc ident .  

We have reviewed your F a c i l i t y  Management Handbook 7210.3, Pa r t  I, 
Chapter 3, Sec t ion  3, dated October 1, 1969, and have found that.  t h i s  
d i r e c t i v e  i s  not s u f f i c i e h t l y  d e f i n i t i v e  relative t o  t h e  establ ishment  of 
procedures f o r  coordinat ion between pe r t inen t  Federa l  Avia-tion Administration 
ope ra t iona l  a u t h o r i t i e s  and nongovernment a u t h o r i t i e s .  

I n  view of t h e  above, t h e  Board recommends t h a t :  

The Administrator e s t a b l i s h  procedures whereby a l l  opera tors  
of c i v i l  f l y i n g  t r a i n i n g  schools w i l l  formally advise  appro- 
p r i a t e  Fede ra l  Aviation Administration a u t h o r i t i e s  of t h e  
l o c a t i o n s  and dimensions of designated p r a c t i c e  a reas  f o r  
s tudent  f l y i n g  t r a i n i n g ,  and t h a t  such information be dissem- 
ina ted  t o  a l l  a f f ec t ed  se rv ices  wi th in  t h e  FAA.
